1 . As per Applicant's instructions as filed on 4/30/1 0, claims 3-4, 1 6-23, 30, and 33- 
34 have been canceled. 

Furthermore, claims 9-15, 24-29, and 39-46 have been cancelled by entering the 
Examiner's Amendment as discussed above.
